BROADCASTS OF SPACE FLIGHTS, RADIO KTV. 


"Spurious Radiations” Edited by Alfred G. Smith WA2TAQ/ 
WB2FNW, publication of the Rockaway Amateur Radio Club carried a 
fine article on Space Flight Broadcasts. 


This article was written by James J. O'Conner W2KGO/N@ABE, 
New York Engineering Supervisor of Mutual Broadcasting System. He 
explains how the networks collaborated to use a single system for 
the purpose of making all pickups and carrying out all necessary 
communications. This was necessary due to the limited space and 
facilities at sea and remote stations. 


One interesting point was the use of double sideband 
with a small amount of carrier insertion to lock on to. Audio is 
carried on one sideband and the other sideband carries the video 
on slow scan. He mentioned the frequencies used as being in the 
4, 7, 9, 10 and 13 mc ranges. |
